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HEAVENLY RECOGNITION.—No. 2.

“And there appeared unto them Elias and Moses; and 
they were talking with Jesus.” Mark 9: 4. 

This wonderful scene throws a flood of light on sev- 
eral important questions that are of great interest to 
man, and have occupied the attention of the race in all 
the ages of the past, Conscious that they must die and 
pass out of this life, men have ever been anxious to 
know what awaits them in the great future. ‘“Man 
dieth and wasteth away; yea, man giveth up the ghost, 
and where is he?” Does he live beyond this life, and 
if so will we know each other there? Shall the parent 
meet and know his child, and the friend recognize his 
friend in the next life? Shall the associations of this 
life be renewed there? “Shall the loves of yore blos- 
som once more?” The fact mentioned in our text 
teaches us two great truths: 

I. That man survives death. ‘There appeared unto 
them Moses and Elias.’ Moses had died more than 
fourteen hundred years before he appeared with Christ 
on the mount of transfiguration, and there is no ac- 
count of his being raised from the dead; yet we find 
him alive and in the conscious exercise of all his 
powers talking with the Savior. This shows that he 
was not sleeping in the grave; and if this is true of 


Moses, why not of all men? From this we learn that 
death is only an epoch, and not a period in man’s his- 
tory. It is a great change in himself and his sur- 
roundings; but he still lives. I like the Scotch idea ot 
death. Those old Highlanders who think and speak 
in the Gaelic never refer to the departed as dead. They 
mention them as having shifted their abode, or as gone 
where they are better off. If called upon to speak 
directly of some person’ who has died, they call 
him the non-lasting, or the non-enduring one. A 
clergyman once offended a Highland girl by asking 
whea her father had died. ‘“Brutes alone,” she angrily 
exclaimed, “die; and when they die, are dead. Human 
beings do not die. They shift off this scene; they de- 
part, they go, they change, they sleep, if you like, or are 
gathered unto their fathers. But they don’t die, and 
can never with propriety be spoken of as dead.” Our 
departed friends are not dead, but are with Christ in our 
“Father's house.” This wasthe faith of Paul. ‘“Ab- 
sent from the body, and to be present with the Lord,” 
was the apostolic faith. 
* Forever with the Lord! 
Amen, so let it be! 
Life from the dead is in that word, 
’Tis immortality. 
“* Here in the body pent, 
Absent from him I roam; 
Yet nightly pitch my moving tent 
A day’s march nearer home. 


‘* My Father’s house on high, 
Home of my soul how near, 
At times, to faith’s foxeseeing eye, 
Thy golden gates appear!”’ 

Death does not destroy man’s identity. This belongs 
to the soul, and not to the body. Death has only to do 
with the body. Hence Christ said: “Fear not them 
which kill the body, but are not able to kill the soul.” 
The body is only the servant of the mind, and the 
mind exists independent of it. The body mayand will 
perish, but the soul still lives, and “man is conscious 
that he is the same being. The rich man realized that 
he was the same being who had lived in this world, and 
was deeply conscious of his accountablity for the life 
that he had lived here. He had an awful realization 
of this fact inthe burning remorse of conscience. The 
beggar had a glorious realization of the fact that he was 
the same being who had lived and suffered in this world. 
He was conscious of a great change in his condition, 
but not in his nature. 

*“ There is no death! An angel form 
Walks o’er the earth with silent tread ; 
He bears our best loved things away, 
And then we call them ‘dead.’ 


‘* He leaves our hearts all desolate, 
He plucks our fairest, sweetest flowers; 
Transplanted into bliss, they now 
Adorn immortal bowers. 
* The bird-like voice, whose joyous tones 
Made glad these scenes of sin and strife, 
Sings now an everlasting song 
Amid the tree of life.” 

They are the same beings in nature, thought, and 
love. They have only changed their bodies, and gone 
into new and higher scenes and associations. 

“ Born unto that undying life, 
They leave us but to come again; 
With joy we welcome them—the same— 
Except in sin and pain. 
“ And ever near us, though unseen, 
The dear immortal spirits tread ; 
For all the boundless universe 
Is life—there are no dead.” 

II. We learn from our text that we will know our 
friends in heaven. The disciples who were present 
with Christ at )his transfiguration knew Moses and 
Elijah. This is as evident as that they knew Christ 
and one another, and is it reasonable to suppose that 
they will recognize Moses and Elijah in heaven and not 





know one another? Will they know men who lived 
centuries before they were born into existence, and not 
be able to recognize the friends with whom they lived 
and labored here in this life? This does not look rea- 
sonable. 

The Bible and the laws of nature teach us that we 
will carry with us into the next life a vivid recollec- 
tion of this world, of things, events, and persons, such 
as we take with us when we go from one country to 
another; from America to England. Mental science 
and the history of man teach us that the memory is 
imperishable, and that the inner and outer history of 
our lives is written on the soul never to be effaced. It 


is a record that we can not blot out. There are many 
facts on record that go to prove this proposition. The 
following facts show the power of the memory: 

“There was a Corsican boy who could rehearse forty 
thousand words, whether sense or nonsense, as they 
were dictated, and then repeat them in the reverse 
order without making a single mistake. A physician, 
about sixty years ago, could repeat the whole of ‘Para- 
dise Lost’ without a mistake, although he had not read 
it for twenty years. Euler, the great mathematician, 
when he became blind, could repeat the whole of Vir- 
= ‘ Mneid,’ and could remember the first line and the 
ast line in every page of the particular edition which 
he had been accustomed to read before he became 
blind. One kind of retentive memory may be consid- 
ered as the result of sheer, work, a determination 
toward one particular achievement without reference 
either to cultivation, or to memory on other subjects. 
This is frequently shown by persons in humble life in 
regard to the Bible. An old beggarman, at Sterling, 
known about fifty years ago as ‘Blind Alick,’ afforded 
an instance of this. He knew the whole of the Bible 
by heart, inscmuch thes if a sentence was read to him, 
he could name the book, chapter, and verse; or, if the 
book, chapter, and verse were named, he could give the 
exact words. A gentleman to test him, repeated a 
verse, purposely making one verbal inaccuracy. Alick 
hesitated, named the place where the passage was to be 
found, but at the same time pointed out the verbal 
error. The same gentleman asked him to repeat the 
ninetieth verse of the seventh chapter of the Book of 
Numbers. Alick almost instantly replied: ‘There is 
no such verse. That chapter has only eighty-nine 
verses.’ Gassendi had acquired by heart six thousand 
Latin verses; and, in order to give his memory exer- 
cise, he was in the habit of daily reciting six hundred 
verses from different languages.” 2 

Facts may seem to fade from the memory and ap 
to be lost, but the record is there, and it only Sana 
touch the right spring to call it out. There is a method 
of writing in which the characters are invisible until 
the paper is held before the fire, when the writing is 
brought out by the heat. Thus it is with the records 
of memory. There is always a key to them. A mother 
had two little children captured and held in bondage 
by the Indians.- They had lived in their captivity 
so long that they could give no account of them- 
selves. When peace was restored the mother visited 
the Indians to recover her children, and all the cap- 
tives were drawn up in a line; but the sorrowin 
mother could not tell which was hers, and she turne 
away weeping. She thought of the song she used to 
sing to them when they were little, and with a tremb- 
ling voice she commenced to sing. Scarce a line had 
been sung when her two children rushed from the line, 
exclaiming, ‘Mamma, mamma!” She touched the right 
chord, and memory all came back again. Ex-Governor 
Richard J. Oglesby, of Illinois, recently told a party 
of his friends the following circumstance: 

‘When I was a boy I was bathing with some friends 
and got beyond my depth and was unable toswim. 1 
had heard that when a person in the water goes down 
the third time he drowns. I counted distinctly the 
number of times I sank, and when I started down 
the third time I said to myself, ‘Here goes the third 
and last time; now I am dead.’ Every event of my 
life passed before me with vivid distinctness, but with- 
out creating any peculiar feeling. I saw them go by as 
if they were a swift moving panorama. My conscious- 
ness suddenly departed, and it seemed to me that I 
died.” He was rescued: immediately after touching 
bottom the third time, and after working with him for 
nearly an hour life was restored. A similar experi- 
ence has been described by others who have been near 
death by drowning. It suggests the thought that pos- 
sibly the instantaneous presentation of the events of a 
lifetime may be analogous to what will take place at 
the last judgment, when the unsaved will stand before 
God self-condemned (Matt. 22:12.) | 
The imperishable nature of memory is clearly taught 
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in the Bible doctrine of a future judgment. From it 
we learn that the present life is a state of probation; 
the future life a state of reward and punishment; thus 
showing that they stand intimately related the one to 
the other. “For God shall bring every work into judg- 
ment, with every secret thing, whether it be good, or 
whether it be evil.” The fact in this question bearing 
on our subject is this: A man can not enjoy reward nor 
suffer punishment without any memory of that for 
which he is rewarded or punished. He may know that 
he is enjoying great happiness, or suffering severe pun- 
ishment; but he will not, and can not, know why it is 
without the aid of memory. The Bible clearly teaches 
us that at the judgment the memory of the entire life 
will remain so minute as to embrace thoughts, words, 
actions, persons, events (Matt. 25: 31-46.) All these 
things will be recalled, and men will be judged, reward- 
ed, and’ punished according to them; but how can this 
be without personal recognition there? How can this 
minute memory of events, acts, and persons remain and 
we not be able to recognize each other? It is not pos- 
sible in the nature of things. 

Man is made for society. His nature is constructed 
upon this plan, and there is nothing in death to change 
it; for his social powers belong to the soul, and not to 
the body. It is the first, last, and strongest instinct of 
our nature to find companionship. For this man will 
endure everything—poverty and hardship. The great 
solace of the grief of parting here is the sweet assur- 
ance that our friends are waiting for us on the other 
shore—the sobbing of the farewells mingle with the 
kisses of the welcome. The Bible clearly teaches us 
that the sainted dead in the next life exist in one place 
where they are intimately associated, and have inter- 
course with each other. John says: “After this I be- 
held, and lo, a great multitude, which no man could 
number, of all the nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues, stood before the throne, and before the 
Lamb, clothed with white robes, and palms in their 
hands; and cried with a loud voice, saying, Salvation 
to our God which sitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb.” ‘Therefore are they before the throne of 
God, and serve him day and night in his temple.””’ How 
can the redeemed be all in one home, engaged in the 
same worship, and sing the same songs and not recog- 
nize each other? ' 

“ T count the hope no day-dream of the mind, 

No vision fair of transitory hue, 
The souls of those, who once on earth we knew, 
And loved and walked with, in communion kind, 
Departed hence, again in heaven to find, 
Such hope to nature’s sympathies true; 
And such we deem the holy Word to view 
Unfolds, an antidote for grief designed, 
One drop from comfort’s well. ’Tis thus we read 
The Book of Life; but if we read amiss, 
By God ;#epared fresh treasures shall succeed . 
To kinsmen, fellows, friends 3. vast abyss 
Of joy; nor aught the longing spirit need 
To fill its measure of enormous bliss.”

STUDENTS AND POVERTY. 


There is no peak in Switzerland but whose steeps 
have felt the pressure of bold, adventurous feet. In 
all countries, however, in level and rugged regions, 
there arises a mountain that mocks the moping step of 
weakness and doubt. It is Mount Poverty. Its base 
is broad, its sides rocky and riven; its peaks rise into 
regions of frost and defiant storm. But the summit 
once reached the struggle is rewarded by an area of 
level, so fertile and fruitful, so genial and calm, that 
wounds and weariness are forgotten. Young man, you 
who aspire to education; you who hear the call of God 
to heights of culture and usetulness, is Mount Poverty 
in your path? Remember that it is but base matter, 
and that it is made subject by God to the mastery of 
mind. Remember that nearly every useful preacher 
from the time of the apostles to the present day has 
fought a hard battle with poverty. In my-biographical 
reading is noted a large number of ministers whose 


college life was a ceaseless contest with penury. But}. 


these were men of metal—men whose outward want 
but developed the wealth of their inner possibilities. 
God put Mount Poverty in their path, but endued 
them with faith to put it under their feet. By daunt- 
less effort they made its steeps but a stairway to loftier 
manhood and larger spiritual life. The Almighty has 
given man two ways of disposing of mountains—sur- 
mounting them and moving on, and by faith casting 


them into the sea. He sets a grain of mustard-seed 
over against mightiness and magnitude, and bids the 
world stand and see the superiority of spirit to sense- 
less matter. It is this dynamite—this measure of 
spirit power—that shall lift the reefs between sea and 
sound till the ships of God shall everywhere have free 
sail and safe harbor. 

The most of great and good men in state and church 
have known how to suffer want in school life, but not 
how to abound. Many in the church were poor at col- 
lege and poor in all the practice of their profession. 
Take the case of Jonathan Edwards, one of America’s 
most pious divines, and one of her best pulpit talents. 
At one time he was dismissed from the church at 
Northampton, Mass., over which he had been pastor a 
quarter of a century. He removed to Stockbridge to 
labor among the Indians. He was obliged to suppcrt 
his family of ten children on a mere pittance of com- 
pensation. In this seclusion and penury he wrote his 
treatise on the “Freedom of the Will,” a masterpiece 
even to-day in theological literature. Such was his 
poverty at the time, that the book was written largely 
on backs of letters and blank pages of pamphlets. His 
daughters—then all young women, and ladies of supe- 
rior mental power—made lace and painted fans for the 
Boston market, that they might aid in meeting the 
pecuniary wants of the household. 

Let not young men in school, called to culture and 
consecration, be discouraged at what others have faced, 
and fought, and overcome. Life is a sea that must be 
sailed by men who do not lie in harbor waiting for fair 
weather; it is a field whose harvesis can not be reaped 
by dainty hands afraid of blister and bronze. 
must young men fresh from halls of learning aspire 
only to easy places and slight responsibility. They 
should be glad for Christ’s sake to go forth to fields, 
home and foreign, where there is great work and little 
pay. Thus may they have some fellowship with the

sand times more noble is such a spirit and such a pur- 
pose than the sordid ambition that seeks only the large 
salary and the soft indulgence. When the final call

LETTER FROM ORANGEPORT. 

The people of Orangeport and vicinity were con- 
siderably “stirred up” on the morning of December 
8, 1885, the time appointed for the dedication of the 
new church which was but just finished. It is built of 
wood in semi-Gothic style, with well-proportioned spire 
and stained glass windows. Inside, the walls are taste- 
fully frescoed in harmonious colors. The seats and 
pulpit are made of ash, with trimmings of oak. Ad- 
joining the audience room is a Sunday-school room 
finished in the same style, and these can be thrown to- 


gether by means of large, open windows, making seat- 
ing capacity for about four hundred. The orchestra is 
at the right of the pulpit. 

The church was well filled at the appointed time. 
The freshly tinted walls, the bright carpet, the brighter 
chandeliers, the perfume of the many colored flowers 
that decorated the pulpit—on which rested a beauti- 
ful new Bible, the gift of a friend—made one think 
that old things had indeed passed away and all things 
had become new. 

Before the services began, the secretary of the build- 
ing committee reported the entire indebtedness about 
seven hundred dollars, and then Rev. Mr. Brate, the 
present pastor, called for pledges to cancel the debt. 
Some of those who had subscribed the most towards 
building the new church were the first to respond to 
this call. There were five fifties ($50) to begin with; 
then followed thirties, twenty-fives, tens, and fives in 
quick succession; at last the children caught the spirit 
and their names were handed in for fives, threes, and 
twos. When the secretary reported the debt “wiped 
out,” the spirit of give so prevailed and moved the peo- 
ple that it was hard to shut down upon them. There 
may have been a lingering regret in the minds of some 
that the opportunity was not held open while this novel 
and rare spirit lasted. But all entered into the dedica- 
tion services with an ardor and zest that they could 
not have enjoyed had they been burdened with a heavy 
church debt. 

Revs. G. N. Kelton, Thomas Taylor, J. D. Childs, 
and D. W. Moore, three of them former pastors of the 
church, were present and took part in the services. 
The sermon by Rev. Warren Hathaway was founded 
on St. Matthew 16: 18, “Upon this rock I will build 
my church,” etc., and was listened to with deep in- 
terest. The subject was our need of a place for wor- 
ship or the Christian sanctuary, together with the 
character of the church of Christ as the living temple 
of God. The speaker contrasted the style of the old 
red meeting- house that was first erected in this place— 
and indeed the first church edifice in western New 
York—and the style of the present beautiful building. 
He spoke of the changes that time had wrought. 
Oace Gothic churches with painted windows and 
gilded ceiling instead of representing the gospel only 
stood for the power and presence of an arrogant and 
oppressive hierarchy. No wonder the Puritan fathers 
who loved liberty erected the plainest and humblest 
buildings in which to worship God. But in our 
favored land and time we may use every expression of 
art and beauty that good taste approves as a means of 
grace. The Christian sanctuary should be built for 
all—should stand like heaven, with open doors, without 
regard to temporal distinctions. 

To the speaker the outlook was hopeful, the world 
was growing better as well as richer, and the moving 
of this society out of the old house into the new was 
in harmony with the spirit of the times and the pro- 
gress of the church. We can only give a hint of the 
sermon which seemed to meet the demands of the oc- 
casion and satisfy the many friends of the speaker. 

It is a peculiarity of this people that after changing 
the site of the church—some contending for and some 
against its present location—and after passing through 
the ordeal of building, about which there was a 
diversity of opinion, they met on dedication day a 
united brotherhood. I have heard it whispered that 
the careful, discreet management of the pastor—keep- 
ing himself entirely aloof from party spirit—has tended 
not a little to this happy state of things. 

The help that has come through the societies of the 
church is worthy of mention. The Ladies’ Aid Soci- 
ety, composed of many of the middle-aged members, is 
a live, energetic body, and took the responsibility of 
furnishing the church, which was done in a complete 
manner. Then the young people, of which theré is an 
unusual number connected with the congregation, form 
an auxiliary society which it would not be amiss to call 
the Wide-Awake, for they are sharp workers and in- 
terested in all that pertains to the welfare and prosper- 
ity of the church. In fact, itis a rare feature of this 
society to hold such a large company of intelligent, 
earnest young people, many of whom began a spiritual 
life during the pastorate of Rev. Thomas Taylor. 

We can not close this letter without referring briefly to 
the last service held in the old church, Sunday morning, 
December 6th, in which quite as much interest centered, 
especially among the older portion of the community, 
as in the opening of the ag house. The sermon on 
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this occasion was given by Rev. Warren Hathaway, 
who was in the midst of the friends and associates of 
his early years. His text was, “I will remember thee 
from the hill Miser.” The sermon naturally.called up 
old associations and broughtegut tender memories. 
There was not a pew or corner—not a post or pillar—in 
the old sanctuary but had its precious stories to tell to 
some heart. Old eyes wore glasses possessing a magic 
charm, for looking through them they eould see strange 
and wonderful scenes—scenes not enacted in this 
generation; yet how vivid was every feature—how like 
a kaleidescope the pictures passed before them, crowd- 
ing the events of years into small time and space. 
The place was sacred, for here hearts had been dedi- 
cated to God, consecration vows had been registered, 
and good resolutions formed. It was holy ground 
from the labors of those who were pioneers in a free 
gospel—from the prayers and exhortations of many 
who had gone to the “upper countries.” The speaker 
besought those present to leave all pride, envy, and 
bitterness, all jealousy, hatred, and selfishness—leave 
all that could not be taken to heaven on the little hill, 
to bury them without a monument, and take only the 
new commandment—love one another—to the new 
house. M. 
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EDUCATION. 

Apropos to the subject of education, now under dis- 
cussion among the brethren, is the following extract 
from the last of a course of sermons on “Culture,” 
preached December 6th, by the Rev. R. Heber Newton, 
rector of All Soul’s (Anthon Memorial) Church, New 
York City: 

‘““What monstrous animals were our dear ancestors of 
afew generations back! See those flaxen-haired, blue- 
eyed Saxons of our motherland a thousand years ago 
feasting over whole bullocks, draining deep flagons, 
stuffing and swilling until they drop asleep under the 
table, and then going forth in the morning to butcher 
one another by way of giving themselves ‘a constitu- 
tional’ against another revel! We take our pleasures 
now in the library and the museum, the picture gallery 
and music hall. That mighty brute of the Saxon period 
has grown a head and his vast body has shrunk in the 
process. To convert good society to purity and the 
proletariat to sobriety one thing would be found of im- 
mediate influence—a little more intellectual life. 

“Culture is an antiseptic to worldliness. Vanity Fair 
is open here in New York all the year round, except 
when it adjourns to Saratoga and Newport. We must 
needs all pass through its avenues and by its booths, 
but, if we would not be seduced into tarrying amid its 
fascinations, we must have before us some noble aim, in 
whose pure, high light the garish glory of the scene 
shall pale into the cheap brilliance of tinselled pleasures 
and spangled splendors, as of a stage when the gas is 
turned off and the daylight steals in. One can not see 
the intrinsic shallowness and baldness and vulgarity of 
the court of Mammon unless he can look down upon 
it from the Olympian circle, where Homer, Plato, 
Cicero, Dante, Shakespeare, Bacon, Darwin; Emerson, 
and the glorious hosts of the immortals walk the heights 
of being in the discourse of the gods. A little high 
thinking and deep feeling will make one content with 
very plain living. Science, which the church denounced 
and banned, has emancipated religion from the dungeon 
of superstition and has restored it to the sunshine. 
How has it come to pass that men have ceased to believe 
in the ghastly terrors of the medizval hell? They have 
simply outgrown such a conception. The churches go 
on repeating the old language about false religion, 
claiming still a monopoly of grace, but church-members 
live enough in the great world of thought to know that 
virtue grows in India as in England; that faith and hope 
and charity blossom in Japan as in America. 

“WHAT IT DOES FOR RELIGION. 

“Tf you want to rise into a noble and gracious religion, 
a serene and sunny faith, cultivate your mind at the 
same time you are feeding your soul. Deepen your 
inner life in a mission, and then widen your outlook in 
a generous course of reading. Adjourn for ten years, 
my young friend, all questions about dogmas and sacra- 
ments, and give your spare energies to some systematic 
self-cultivation; and you will find these questions, like 
the letters which Napoleon used to keep for a month, 
have answered themselves.” H. O. P.

“POETS OF AMERICA.” 

This is the name of Edmund Clarence Stedman’s 
recent book. It is the most considerable work that has 
appeared on the subject. Those who are acquainted 
with his “Victorian Poets’ will open this volume with 
eager expectations of a feast, and they will not be dis- 
appointed. It is even better than its predecessor. 

The opening chapters discuss the question of the 
conditions out of which the American school of poetry 
sprang, and its subsequent growth. The body of the 
work is taken up with exhaustive essays on Bryant, 
Whittier, Emerson, Longfellow, Poe, Holmes, Lowell, 
Walt Whitman, and Bayard Taylor. The closing 
chapter is devoted to an “outlook” on the present and 
the future of American song. Though these essays 
have appeared in the Century Magazine they are greatly 
to be desired in their present unified form. 

The work is characterized almost throughout by the 
hospitality of its views. Mr. Stedman is certainly free 
of all literary malignity. He appears in this book as 
one who has entered upon his work with the determina- 
tion of finding good in his subjects, and obtruding as 
little as possible their defects; and he has succeeded in 
a manner highly gratifying to all who think the day has 
passed for such literary pugilists as Gifford and Jeffrey 
were. He has set a good example in literary courtesy. 

But there is one sin of defect in this book that I can 
not pass by lightly. Mr. Stedman’s uniform good sense 
and well-weighed appreciation (with this single excep- 
tion) of every variety of American poetry, from the 
high idealism of Emerson to the Hoosier effusions of 
Riley and Carleton, render this one mistake obvious 
and surprising. -I refer to his treatment of Sidney 
Lanier. That the discussion of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes’ poetry should require thirty-one pages, and 
Bayard Taylor’s thirty-nine, and Sidney Lanier’s only 
two, in a work devoted to a critical examination of 
American poetry, and by so discerning and fair a 
scholar as Stedman, is surprising and inexplicable. 
The scholars are not few or small who are ready to 


assign Lanier a higher place in American song than to’ 


Holmes, or Taylor, or even our good Whittier. 

And Mr. Stedman’s estimate of some of Lanier’s 
poems can be understood only when we remember that 
Milton sold “Paradise Lost’ for five pounds; and that 
Byron entreated Murray, on the publication of Keats’ 
‘poems, to crush the little manikin to death; and that 
Jeffrey said of Wordsworth’s poetry, “This will never 
do;” and that this burly, railroading, all-for-trade 
country of ours let Lanier struggle with the most un- 
toward circumstances for fifteen years before it offered 
him bread.

“Our dear sons and daughters, we greet you and 
your children on this occasion with all the warmth of 
affection which it is possible for parents to feel for 
their children. And while this is so, we fully appre- 
ciate your love and kindness and filial affection ever 
manifest towards us. You are all married and have 
children of your own, and this enables you to teel the 
maternal and paternal affection which binds us together. 

“You meet with us to-day on the fiftieth anniversary 
of our married life. While we now enjoy good health, 
you readily see that we are a long way on the down-hill 
side of life. Though the end can not yet be seen by us, 
we almost hear the gentle murmur of the river, and 
know the end is not far off. However, as we go, we 
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feel comforted in the thought that the warmth and sun- 
shine of your love accompanies us and will brighten 
our pathway to the end. 

“But let us not forget, while we enjoy this social 
greeting, that we have other loved ones belonging to 
this circle—far away, but doubtless with us in spirit. 
Let us cross the prairies, in thought at least, to that 
beautiful village at the foot of Pike’s Peak, and hold 
communion with a dear son and daughter—a brother 
and sister. Channing and Sallie are spot forgotten. 
Nor is our love and affection shortened towards the 
dear daughter and her family of our much loved and 
lamented brother, who died in this city many years ago. 
May God bless you all, dear ones, and have you in his 
keeping now and forever is our fervent prayer.” 

This scene reminded one of Jacob calling his chil- 
dren about him, and giving to them his last blessing. 

Bro. Webster and wife were married in Piqua, Ohio, 
in 1835, settled in Marion, which was then only a vil- 
lage, in 1837, on the lot on which they now live and 
which has been their home ever since. Surely the 
Lord has blest them. 

They received many beautiful and valuable presents 
as tokens of the esteem in which they are held by their 
children, old friends, and neighbors. G. B. M.

MISSION NOTES. 


The Japanese are called “The Diamond Edition of 
Humanity.”” The men are very small, not averaging 
larger than American women. About twenty years ago 
a Japanese boy of sixteen ran away from home and 
managed to reach Shanghai. He knew that the pen- 
alty of such a crime was death, but he was brave 
enough to dare the penalty. In Shanghai he became a 
favorite with some American sailors, and they con- 


sented to take him to America. They taught him to 
read, and he became deeply interested in John’s gos- 
pel. John 3: 16 was an arrow to his heart, and he felt 
himself addressed personally by the word. He began 
to pray for salvation, and was converted on ship-board, 
being the only praying soul on board. In due time 
they reached Boston, and the captain, who had become 
deeply interested in the boy, reported his case to the 
ship-owner. “Send him up to me,” was the response. 
He became a favored pet in the gentleman’s home, was 
educated by him, and in nine years graduated from col- 
lege. From college he went to the theological school, 
and while a student there the Japanese Embassy ar- 
rived in this country and he accompanied them to 
Europe. Returning to America he was offered great 
inducements to remain here. “No,” said he, “I will 
not. I am determined to preach the gospel to my coun- 
trymen.” : 

In 1880 that boy stood at the head of a college in 
Tokio, Japan, training young men for Christian work 
and the gospel ministry. Does not this brief story re- 
veal the providence of God as surely as does the story 
of Joseph, or that of Moses, or Esther? 


WHAT OTHERS ARE DOING. 


The report of the Baptists in 1880 showed 29 Asiatic 
missions, with 550 churches. These missions were min- 
istered to by 170 American missionaries, assisted by 
648 native preachers. These 818 foreign mission-work- 
ers of the Baptist Church equalled the full strength of 
the ministry of the Christian Church of to-day, not 
counting our unemployed men. Their churches aggre- 
gated 42,226 members, 4,868 of whom were received the 
preecding year. At Ramapatam they support Brownson 
Theological Seminary with two hundred students. What 
a force for God and his church these young native 
preachers will become! 

In 1879 Dr. Nevius and Mr. Corbett, of the Presby- 
terian Church, together baptized two hundred and 
thirty converts in their Chinese work, and while the 
American Presbyterian Church made a gain of only one 
per cent. their foreign churches reported fifteen per 
cent. gain. They expended in 1879 $590,680.49 in for- 
eign mission-work, the sum being contributed by 3,149 
of their 5,489 churches. This was an average of $12.08 
for the contributing churches. 

In 1879 the women of the Baptist Missionary Society 
raised $46,095.69 ; the women of the Presbyterian Church, 
$38,325.01; and the women of the American M. E. 
Church, $130,851 75. What others are doing shows to 
us both our obligation and our ability.

Brethren—God has graciously smiled upon our 
utited efforts, arid, as a result, we may congratulate 
each other on the undoubted and completely-assured 
success of our efforts to liquidate honorably and for- 
ever wipe out the debt which for many years has taxed, 
burdened, embarrassed, and almost ruined us. 

On entering the editorial chair, nearly one year ago, 
we found this debt of $13,500 crushing the life out of 
the Publishing House, without-a dollar of the debt 
secured and no acceptable plan for liquidating 
the same. The Board of Trustees asked that we 
should undertake the work upon our own plans, and, 
though difficulty:and doubt filled the air, make an 
effort to succeed.

Quite a 
number of our best and most loyal brethren have given 
expression to this fear, and this has generated doubt, 
against which it has been hard to work. Some little 
indifference, and just enough opposition to whet up 
the edge of our determination, has been manifested 
here and there. But with a spirit which would 
magnify the Lord, we are enabled to report that, as a 
church, we know of none under heaven so noble, self- 
sacrificing, appreciative, and hearty in generous re- 
sponse as the Christian brotherhood of which we have 
the honor of being a member. We want to thank the 
many thousands whose pledges have been given, whose 
hands, hearts, and homes have been opened to us; 
as well as to those dear friends whom we have not 
been able to see in person, but with whom, by letter 
y| and otherwise, we have corresponded. We desire, also, 
to thank the many whose hearts are true, and would 
have helped us financially if it had been possible for 
them to do so. We congratulate you all, dear breth- 
ren, and trust that we may be able to see the full 
brightness of that brighter day which now dawns upon 
us, and go up to the next quadrennial not only witha 
Publishing House entirely free of debt, but with a 
more widely-extended circulation of our literature 
than ever before. 


Lest there be a misunderstanding in regard to this 
work, and in the interest of simple justice, we would 
say, that for this extra and exceedingly difficult mis- 
sion the editor has not received, nor does he desire, 
one dollar in compensation. The railroad and hotel 
expenses have been paid out of the funds he has 
raised himself, and from the first to the last do not 
exceed four hundred dollars. We set up no claim 
whatever. ‘“ We have done what we couid,” and as the 
result of earnest work and faithful continuance, to- 
gether with the generous and hearty co-operation of 
our brethren, we have the privilege to-day of pro- 
claiming to the world the assured payment of the 
funded debt of $13,500.

NEW YORK LETTER.

New York, December 29, 1885. 

Sooner or later everything comes to New York: 
All the blizzards that are manufactured among the ice 
heaps of British Columbia, and all the simoons that 
originally skimmer on the dried grass of western 
prairies; all the weather of the rest of the country 
gets here some time, so that we always have all we can 
take care of in that line. 

If a man makes money anywhere else in the country 
he comes here to spend it, and if an Englishman gets a 
little hard up, be he great or small, actor, poet, or 
preacher, Henry Irving, Matthew Arnold, Canon Far- 
rar, or—QOscar Wilde, he comes here to play, to lecture, 
to wine and dine, to be lionized for a season, and to go 
back to merry England with a beg full of chinking 
guineas, a golden opinion of the country, and, possibly, 
his tongue in his cheek. 

All one’s friends and relations get here sooner or 
later, which affords the busy New Yorker about the 
only opportunity he ever has of seeing the sights of the 
town in which he lives. He shows his friend the ele- 


" phant, and in that sees it himself. 


If a person wishes to publish a book, establish a 
hobby newspaper, form a stock company for the “Shine 
and Glitter Gold Mine,” or the “Electrical Ailment 
Eradicator,” introduce some scheme or commodity 
which is really good, enter upon the career of an ad- 
venturer; if a person wishes to do any or all these 
things, or similar things, he comes to New York. 

Agents come to New York—white men in the inter- 
ests of western colleges and colored men from the 
South, with a pocket full of good letters of recom- 
mendation, setting forth the needs of the struggling 
church, which the writers think New Yorkers ought to 
help. Good men, these agents, and for such good 


causes, too; but, oh! don’t they have a dreary time of 


it, even if they eventually get what they come for? 
One rich man who is known to give away a good deal 
of money declares that when an agent comes to him for 
any cause he always says “NO!” because it is so much 
easier to say “yes’’ after you’ve said “no,” than to say 
“no” after you've said “yes.’”’ But, oh, dear me, how 
mallet-like that NO must fall upon the poor agent’s 
heart, and take so much courage out of him that he can 
not get to the gracious “yes.”” This same rich man 
once said toa good Southern brother who was on here in 
the interests of his church, which had “bitten off more 
than it could chew” in the matter of a new edifice, and 
who was urging Money Bags rather strenuously to give 
as a denominational duty: “Did you ask me whether I 
thought you ought to put up this building?”. “No!” 
“Well, sir, the next time you put up a building which 
you expect me to pay for, come and ask me whether I 
think it ought to be built or not.” Nota bad thing to 
say, it strikes me, if the agent is as cheeky as this one 
was. Agents, as I was saying, come to New York— 
heaven bless and cheer them in their weary way. 

All sorts of shows come here, and this leads me up 
to what I set out to writeabout. Mr. J. E. Brush has 
already spoken of the Japanese village which is on ex- 
hibition here, and the appropriateness of calling the at- 
tention of the HERALD’s readers to it in connection 
with the projected Japanese mission of the Christian 
people (I don’t like to say denomination). The ex- 
hibition is held:in one end of Madison Square Garden 
—where so many shows are held, most of them very 
demoralizing—and is exceedingly interesting and in- 
structive. The room is fitted up with small booths ar- 
ranged along its four sides, together with an adjoining 
salesroom in which the articles manufactured before 
your eyes may be purchased. Each booth is floored 
with a thick, soft matting, upon which the artisans sit 


cross-legged while at work. These Japs have evident- 
ly brought the art of squatting to perfection. They 
can beat old ’49ers as squatters. There isn’t a chair or 
seat of any kind in the whole establishment, except a 
few for guests. Carpenters, potters, decorative painters, 
tailors, embroiderers, copper-workers, cooks, all sit 
cross-legged on the floor, or stand if the necessities of 
the case demand it. They are all delicate, dainty 
workers, much of the labor requiring absolute steadi- 
ness of nerve. As I watched one pointed-fingered 
fellow applying the fine metal tracery which you will 
see in Cloissonne work, I said to myself, there is no 
alcohol or tobacco, and very little strong tea or coffee, 
playing high-jinks with your physical tissue or you 
would have to go at another trade. The infinite pa- 
tience and care of these fine workmen is remarkable, 
and accounts for the excellent finish of the finest 
Japanese goods which we see. 

Everything which can be is reversed in the order of 
its doing. The tailor pushes his needle from him in- 
stead of drawing it toward him. Some of my lady 
readers would burst out laughing, as I did, to see this 
tailor-man “run” up aseam. It is literally running. 
He holds the needle in his right hand, steadily, and 
wiggles the goods up and down against it with his left 
hand with sewing machine rapidity. 

The carpenter pulls the saw toward him instead of 
pushing it from him. The saw is shaped exactly like 
a butcher’s cleaver, except that, handle and all, it is 
thinner, narrower, and longer. The workman lays the 
board he intends to saw upon another a few inches 
thick, allowing it to extend over the edge, of course; 
stands up, claps his stockinged foot upon it, grasps the 
handle of the saw with both hands, and thus, bent 
over like a jack-knife, pulls the saw deftly through the 
board. I did not see a vise or any appliance for hold- 
ing boards firmly in their place. The feet and legs are 
used for such purposes. Fancy an American sawing 
in the manner I have described. Ugh! He would 
have the apoplexy in five minutes. 

I must say, however, interesting as the work was to 
me, the people were more entertaining. Nothing in 
this world is so interesting to human beings as other 
human beings. Hence we talk about our neighbors a 
great deal more than of anything else. Many of these 
Japs were handsome little fellows—they are smaller, as 
a rule, than we are—and one, at least, of the women— 
she who dispensed tea—was positively pretty, with her 
rich olive skin, white teeth, engaging smile, and almond 
eyes, pulled up at the outside corners. I thought, too, 
that these artisans were more intelligent looking than 
a similar number at similar work would probably be 
among us. 

There was a cunning little baby, still in arms, a 
little boy and little girl, and, I assure you, the ladies 
went into more caniptians over these children—par- 
ticularly the baby—than over anything else in the 
room. 

And do you thgpk these orientals have no kinship 
with the Yankees? Yo are mistaken if you do. I 
heard one of the young Japs who scemed to be a kind 
of foreman talking with a young American. “Do you 
like this country?” “Oh, yes,” said Mr. Nan-ki-poo, 
“we make much money in this country!” And do 
you think the children will take anything you give 
them? Not they. If you offer a penny they will give 
it back to you and say: “Nickel.” Financial philology 
seems to be easily acquired by all people. 

What a universal language a-laugh is, too. These 
Japs and their visitors try to understand each other 
and fail. Then both parties laugh, and quite com- 
prehend what that means. I could not discover any 
difference between the “coo-coos’” and other unwrite- 
able utterances of the Jap baby, and similar sounds 
from yours and mine. There’s no relation between the 
tower of Babel and infancy, it seems. 

The Jap baby was swinging a naked American doll 
around by one leg, and sprinkling its sawdust blood 
and insides over the floor in an “artless Japanese way” 
which was quite up to the American infantile skill in 
the same sort of diversion. 


P. S. I have often wished to compliment the HER- 
ALD on its good proof-reading—a rare virtue in any 
paper. In my last letter, however, you fell from grace. 
The Numidian’s name was Jugurtha, and the famous 
Roman prison was the Mamertine. These are the first 
errors I have discovered in any of my letters, and I 
only correct them for fear of some of the scholarly 
brethren getting after me with a sharp stick. 


By the way, I notice that Bro. H. Y. Rush thinks 
that there ought to be more humor in the HERALD. 
But, don’t you know that good, clean, wholesome 
humor is one of the most difficult of all literary pro- 
ductions? I agree with Bro. Rush, and move that he 
furnish a really humorous article occasionally. We 
should all enjoy it so much.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


WasnainerTon, D. C., December 28, 1885. 

Christmas day was celebrated in the usual way at the 
Capital. The Government Departments were closed and 
the clerks freed. There were whole forests of Christ- 
mas trees for the little folks, and Charity was busy dis- 
tributing good things and pretty things to the poor. 
The turkey found its way everywhere from humble 
homes to the palaces of the rich. There were decora- 
tions of evergreen, illuminations, and other outward 
recognitions of the festive season which perhaps made 
everybody who could feel happy a little happier than 
usual. 

The inmates of the Soldiers’ Home, reform schools, 
hospitals, and similar institutions were supplied with 
the regulation Christmas dinners of turkey, celery, 
cranberry sauce, and mince pie, given in many in- 
stances by the hand of charity. The proprietor of 
Willard’s Hotel alone furnished Christmas turkey or 
chicken to five hundred poor families. 

Many churches were opened on Christmas day, and 
appropriate services with elaborate musical programmes 
were listened to by large audiences. The way in which 
these religious celebrations were attended attested the 
fact that in this respect, at least, Christmas does not 
change with time. 

Quite a number of Senators and Representatives 
went to their homes to spend the holidays. A few ac- 
cepted an invitation by the Baltimore and Ohio lines 
for a trip of a week with their families to New Orleans, 
and not a few members of the House remained in 
Washington to work for committee places. The un- 
dignified manner in which some members proceed in 
their application for these places can not be too severe- 
ly remarked upon. They even file letters of indorse- 
ment and back up these indorrements with personal 
pleas in which they dilate upon their own merits. 

Speaker Carlisle is spending his holiday time in 
making up his committees, but he is not a man to be 
influenced in his judgment by mere testimonials of 
ability and good will such as those presented to him by 
members in their canvass for preferment. A number of 
new members do not seem to recognize the fact that 
there is an unwritten law connected with the make-up 
of House committees. It has never been customary to 
give any new members the chairmanship of a com- 
mittee. To displace members from their old positions, 
where they have had experience, would disarrange 
routine work and create confusion. 

The President is spending the holidays busily as 
usual. He received several hundred Christmas cards, 
and several fat turkeys from farmers. The President 
and Miss Cleveland joined Secretary Manning’s home 
circle on Christmas day and ate their Christmas dinner. 
On the following day all the Hendricks mourning 
drapery was removed from the public buildings, and 
Mr. Cleveland’s first New Year’s day reception will be 
the next event at the White House. 

The first of January is the inauguration day of the 


social season here, and the butterflies of fashion are in 
a flutter as to what they shall wear when they receive 
their gentlemen friends under gaslighted chandeliers 
next Friday. Many gentlemen also are pondering the 
annual question what they shall wear for the New 
Year’s calls. Shall it be a swallow-tail coat or a 
Prince Albert? The beau monde of Washington says 
a swallow-tail coat is never in order until six o'clock 
or the dinner hour. Persons from the country are 
often seen here making calls upon the Cabinet officers 
before that hour in full evening dress, under the im- 
pression that it is the proper thing. Still the fashion 
ot this world passeth away and cometh again, and the 
manners of the North are not those of the South, nor 
the manners of the East those of the West. In other 
words, people do not think alike. Justice Miller, of 
theSupreme Court, will make his New Year’s calls in 
a swallow-tail coat if he makes any at all. The Presi- 
dent will receive his New Year callers in a Prince 
Albert coat. The Diplomatic re will pay their 
respects to him in court attire, and the representatives 
of the Army and Navy will wear the full uniform of 
their rank. Citizens will present a mixture of swallow- 
tails and Prince Alberts, with here and there a cut- 
away and sack coat.

TURKEYS. 











The Mammoth Bronze is the king of 
turkeys, attaining greater size in less time 
than any other breed. They are not only 
noted for their great size and early matu- 
rity, but for :hei: rich, changeable bronze 
color. 

Turkeys do not get their growth until 
they are three years old, at which age the 
common turkeys will weigh sixteen to 
twenty pounds, while the Bronze will 
weigh thirty-five to forty pounds at matu- 
rity. In most sections turkeys are very 
profitable, and double the weight can be 
made with the Bronze on about the same 
feed and trouble as with the small, com- 
mon turkeys. It always pays to keep the 
best blood to breed from, as blood will 
tell in poultry as well as in other stock.

Turkeys grow very rapidly, and when 
hatched as late as August will mature so 
as to winter well. In fact, turkeys, un- 
like chickens, grow well in the coldest 
weather if well fed, and in this climate it 
is best not to house them. For all they 
consume during the period of their 
growth they make ample returns in 
weight, costing scarcely any more to raise 
than do ducks and chickens.

The work has been 
in progress tor thirteen years, and the 
total cost can not fall below $8,000,000. 


—The value of homing pigeons in 
country medical practice has lately been 
described by an English doctor.

Upon: leaving the house of a 
patient who needed immediate attention 
he would start off a pigeon with the re- 
quired prescription, and the assistant in 
the doctor’s surgery would forward the 
medicines to the patient long before the 
doctor's arrival home. A case is lately 
cited in which pigeons regularly carried 
a morning newspaper to their owner. 


—English experiments in telephoning 
between a lightship and the land have 
proved remarkably successful. The ves- 


sel selected was anchored ten miles from 
shore, in sixty feet of water. For eight 
months messages of all sorts h ve been 
sent and received in all weathers, with 
but a single interruption from a break in 
the cable. Passing vessels have been 
signaled and teported ; orders transmitted 
from owners to their ships approaching or 
leaving port; the state of wind and tide 
communicated to waiting mariners, and 
timely notice given of approaching 
storms.
